ferwards made his Efcape, he took him by the Col- 
bs, and would have carried him off; but the Mob 
puthered , threw a Shower of Stones at him, 
ani made him fly for his Life. 

But this was only a Preamble to what happened here 
Yeherday in the Afternoon, when fome People crying 
utfor Help, from a Window of a Houfe that joins to 
teFarnefe Palace, it was immediately made known that 
try were prefied Men, the Rumor of which flying 
tiro’ the City as quick as Lightning, the Populace 
ne inan Inftant, and came to the Spot, where they 
boke open the Door, delivered the Prifoners, plun- 
deed the Houfe, and burnt the Goods in the Middle of 
tie Square, The Multitude might well ‘be compared 
ba Torrent gufhing thro’ the Streets after a violent 
form. The general Cry every where was, Down 
with the Spaniards ; but by good Luck the Mob had 
w Weapons but Stones, except a few Fire Arms, 
which they took out of two Gunfmiths Shops. Being 
tlaft five or fix thoufand ftrong, they attacked the 
fimefe Palace, broke all the Windows, and dafhed 
Pieces the Arms of the Infante Don Carlos, which 
mreerecied over the Gate of the Palace. The Go- 
kmment, to fupprefs this mad Rabble, fent out the 
Marfhal’s Men, and two hundred of the Pope’s Foot 
iuldiers and Cuirafliers marched into. the neighbouring 
inets, to hinder their Number from increafing ;~but 
tither the Marfhal’s Men, nor Foot Soldiers, nor 

, were regarded, infomuch that of the for- 
mer feveral were wounded, and one was killed. From 
tae they went and attacked the Palace of his. Catho- 
ick Majefty, where refides his Ambaflador Cardinal 
Aquaviva. A Spanith Officer, by Birth a Maltefe, 
ddvancing to appeafe the Mob, had his Brains beat out 
wth Stones. From the Farnefe Square they went and 

the Palace Corfini, where they broke the 
Windows, and vented a hundred thoufand Reproaches

P.S. Juit as the Poft is going off, the Storm is 
rifing again upon the Square of Spain, where the Po- 
pulace is affembling together ih great Numbérs, and 
nothing is heard in the Streets but Vows of Revenge, 
of which ’tis apprehended we fhall have but a melan- 
choly Account to fend by the next Poft. 

Dantzick, March 26. O.S. The Senate has no- 
minated two Deputies to rhéet King Staniflaus upon the 
Frontiers, when he paffes that Way, in order to with 
him a good Journey, and to defire him to renrember 
his repeated Promifes of making us amends for the 
Damage we have fuffered upon his Account. The In- 
habitants of Koningsberg feem’d to be very much con- 
cerned at his Departure from thence. The Day be- 
fore he went away, he gave a fplendid Entertainment 
to feveral Polith Lords and Gentlemen, as well as to 


-General Katte the Governor, the principal, Officers of 


the Garifon, and the Magifitates; he prefented the 
Governor with a rich Sword adorned with Diamonds ; 
he diftributed fine Gold Medals to the principal Citizens 
of Koningsberg, as well as to the Magiltrates and 
Officers of the Garifon, to perpetuate the Memory of 
his Refidence in their Town ; and he beftowed a con- 
fiderable Sum among the Domefticks that attended him 
in the Caftle, and the Company of Soldiers that was 
appointed for his Guard. That Prince continues ftill 
at Angerbourg, where "tis faid he is to ftay till he has 
fettled every thing relating to the Difpofal of his Eftate 
in Poland, the Sale of which, ’tis faid, Count Offolinski 
has propofed to the Court of Warfaw. They write 
from Revel, that great Preparations are making there 
for the Reception of the Czarina, who is e 
there next Month, from whence ’tis faid, that the is to 
go to Riga to confer with the King of Poland, and that 
fhe will {pend the Summer at Moicow,. | ) 
Petersburg, March 14. O. 8. We have Advice. by a 
Courier from the Governor of Derbent, that the Tartars, 
Perfians and other Vagabonds, who were aflembled 10 
the Number of 30,000 Horfe upon the.Frantiers of 
Georgia, were entirely disbanded, — the News’ that 
Thamas Kouli Kan, the Regent of Perfia, had detach’d 
20,000 Men from his Army to reduce them. . The 
Leader of that Body gives himfelf out to be that Great 
Man’s near Relation, and was excited by the Turks to 
make this Attempt, in order to engage the Perfians to 
take Arms againft him. We have Advice by the fame 
Exprefs, that Kouli Kan having provided himfelf with 
a Train of 180 Cannon, had refolved to attack the 
Turks-im their Intrenchments. Her Imperial 
Majefty in Council having examined fome Difpatches 
brought to Court .by asfother Courier, an Expre(s is 
fent to the Count de Munich, ‘with Orders to break off 
the Negotiations with the Turks and Tartars, and to 
force them to. give a more honourable SatisfaCtion than 
what they now propofe. Mean time the faid Count, 
whofe Army confilts of 100,000 Men, regular Troops, 
befides 60,000 Coffacks and Calmucks, has fettled his 
Head Quarters at Fort St. Anne, a few Leagues from 
Afoph, and. 'tis. reported, shat the faid General has 
Orders to undertake the Siege of that Place forthwith,

re Drau pe made for Naples. Mean time the firf: 

lumn of Spanifh Cavalry has alread ed b 
Genoa, in order to return home by the Way or France? 
and the Spaniards have likewife evacuated Placentia, 
in order to go to Parma, and to fet out with the Troops 
there for their Embarkment at Leghorn. The King 
Don Carlos has fent Orders to Commandant at , 
Parma, to deliver that City to the German Officer, on 
Condition that he givé a Bond for the free Paflage of 
all the Artillery and Ammunition. At the fame sime 
the Queen of Spain has fent her Letter of Attorney to 
her Mother the Datchefs Dorotliea, to receive all her 
Rents which are in the State of Parma and Placentia. 

The Spanifh Garifon has evacuated Mirandola, and 
the Imperialifts have taken Poffeflion of it. There is 
a great Number of French Officers at Milan, where 
they cut fuch fine Figures, play fo deep, and are fo 
profufe of their Money at all publick Diverfions, that 
tis faid they are in a fair Way to leave behind them in 
Italy not only all the Money they brought with them 
into that Country, but the beft Part.of what they have 
raifed there by Contributions. 

There are fome Letters by the Dutch Mail which 
fay, that the Ottoman Porte has found Means to ftir up 
the Great Mogul againft Kouli Kan, and to engage 
him to form a ‘League to ftop the Conquefts of” the 
Perfians. It appears there was not the leaft Foundation 
for the late Report of a new Revolution at Cortftan- 
tinople. Prince William of Hefie Caffel has beeh ac- 
knowledged Sovereign of the County of Hanau by all 
the Tribunals there, and a ‘Treaty is on foot for ad- 
mitting the Pretenfions of the Landgrave of Heffe
